Status of Claims

Claims 1-11 are pending.

Claims 1-11 are rejected. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

5. Regentsofthe University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co.., 119F.3d 1559, 1568 
(Fed. Cir. 1997), cert, denied, 523 U.S. 1089, 118 S.Ct. 1548 (1980), holds that an 
adequate written description requires a precise definition, such as by structure, formula, 
chemical name, or physical properties, "not a mere wish or plan for obtaining the 
claimed chemical invention." Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1566. The Federal Circuit has 
adopted the standard set forth in the Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") Guidelines 
for Examination of Patent Applications Under the 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 "Written Description" 
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Requirement ("Guidelines"), 66 Fed. Reg. 1099 (Jan. 5, 2001), which state that the 
written description requirement can be met by "showing that an invention is complete by 
disclosure of sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics, "including, inter 
alia, "functional characteristics when coupled with a known or disclosed correlation 
between function and structure...." Enzo Biochem, Inc. v. Gen-Probe., 296 F.3d, 316, 
1324-25 (Fed. Cir. 2002) (quoting Guidelines, 66 Fed. Reg. At 1106 (emphasis added)). 
Moreover, although Eli Lilly and Enzo were decided within the factual context of DNA 
sequences, this does not preclude extending the reasoning of those cases to chemical 
structures in general. Univ. of Rochester v. G.D. Searle & Co., 249 F. Supp.2d 216, 
225 (W.D.N.Y 2003). 

6. There is insufficient descriptive support for the phrase "a rescue agent". In 
addition, the instant specification does not describe what is meant by the phrase "a 
rescue agent". Structural identifying characteristics of the phrase "a rescue agent" are 
not disclosed except for those uracil. There is no evidence that there is any per se 
structure/function relationship between the phrase "a rescue agen". The instant 
specification does provide an adequate written description for the phrase "a rescue 
agent". Accordingly, these claims fail to comply with the written description 
requirement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cao 
et al. Cao et al. state it is well known in the art that 5-fluorouracil is a widely used 
chemotherapeutic agent, (see column 2, page 839). Cao et al. also disclose that 
Ftorafur is a precursor of 5-fluorouracil that is converted into the active 
chemotherapeutic form by microsomal P450 in the liver, (see abstract). Cao et al. teach 
that it is known in the art that uracil inhibits the degradation of the known 
chemotherapeutic agent of 5-fluorouracil. For this reason, uracil is coadministered with 
the chemotherapeutic agent of 5-fluorouracil. In fact, Cao et al. specifically teach of the 
administration of uracihftorafur that has molar amounts of 4:1 , (see abstract). Cao et al. 
also disclose that the coadministration of uracil enhanced the concentration of 5- 
fluorouracil in the tumor and antitumor activity of ftorafur, (see column 2, page 839). 
Cao et al. further state that with the coadministration of uracil and 5-fluorouracil side- 
effects, such as severe alopecia, were reduced, (see abstract). Although the prior art 
reference of Cao et al. does not teach of the topical administration of uracil. However, 
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the determination of a dosage as well as modes and methods of administration and the 
incorporation of pharmaceutically acceptable excipients, diluents, and carriers that have 
the optimum therapeutic index is well within the level of the skilled artisan. Accordingly, 
one having ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to determine optimum modes of 
administration, such as topical administration, and the incorporation of pharmaceutically 
acceptable excipients, diluents, and carriers in order to get the maximum effect of the 
drug. For these reasons, the prior art reference of Cao et al. renders the instant 
invention obvious. 

Obviousness-type Double Patenting 

10. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

1 1 . Claims 1-1 1 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 13-47 of 
copending Application No. 10/364,383. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because both the instant invention and 
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copending Application No. 10/364,383 teach of treating skin, which is obviously an 
organ, from the toxicity of chemotherapeutic agents with the administration of uracil. 
12. This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
